The Commissioner of Pensions sends 


a communication to Congress in which 
ho aays: 


During the 6rst six months of the 


present fiscal year, 6,247 persons who 
served in the army and navy presented 
their claims for invalid pensions. From 
Jan. 2(i to Feb. 1, inclusive, a period of 
twenty-one days, 2,301 claims for inva- 
lid pensions were presented, of which 
•tO'J were presented in the first seven 
days, 445 the next seven days, and 1 - 
437 daring the last week, The request 
for blank forms (which tbe Commis- 
sioner is required to furnish) has been 
ten times as great as daring the past 
year, and has averaged 140 per day, 
coming from all parts of the country. 
The same tendency is evinced by tho 
great number of rejected claims (more 
than 2,000) which have been called up 
for re-exaioination since the 25th of 
January. 
Coder the excitement of the 


arrean aet, there is a general movement 
among the persons who have been in 
the service to obtain pensions, of whom 
there are supposed to be upward of ],- 
000,000 living who have never applied 
for pensions.
